Sir, Treasury Chambers, 3 May 1865. 

I am commanded by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury 
to acquaint you for the information of his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, that 
they have had under consideration the memorial from the Council of the Royal 
Irish Academy, which was enclosed in your letter of the 4th February last. 

My Lords are desirous of giving due weight to the opinion expressed by the 
Select Committee of the House of Commons in favour of the Academy ; but 
they are not prepared to recommend to Parliament to make grants in aid of 
the Museum and Library of the Institution, — while, as regards meteorological 
science, sufficient provision appears to be already made by the establishments 
under the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, and my Lords have thought it 
right to confine themselves to adding to the provision now made in the estimate, 
in aid of the publication of the transactions of the Academy, a sum of 200 l. 
specially for encouraging the study of ancient Irish manuscripts, as materials 
of history, by forming catalogues and translations of them and making them 
available for public use. 

The estimate for the Royal Irish Academy has accordingly been increased 
from 500 l. to 700 l.

With reference to your letter of the 22nd November last, enclosing an 
estimate of the expenses of the Royal Irish .Academy for the year ending 31st 
March 1867, I am directed by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury to state for the information of his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, 
that for the reasons given in the letter from this Board of the 3rd of May last 
my Lords are not prepared to propose to Parliament to vote additional sums for 
the Royal Irish Academy, in aid of the several objects enumerated in the letter 
from the Secretary of the Council, which was forwarded by you, but the additional 
grant will be restricted, as it was last year, to a sum of 200 /. for salary of an 
Irish scribe, including cataloguing and printing Irish manuscripts.
